And whereas, it has been reported that the owners of these tea 
units have habitually made default in the payment of wages, provident 
fund dues etc. to the workers* and other employees; 

And whereas, the Central Government is of opinion that the tea 
units, as listed in the Annexure, are being managed in a manner highly 
detrimental tp the tea industry and to public interest, 

Now , therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section 
(1) of section 16B of the Tea Act, 1953 (29 of 1953), the Central 
Government hereby appoints the following three separate bodies of 
persons as Expert Committees to make a full and complete investigation 
into the affairs of the closed tea units given in the Annexure in the States 
of West Bengal, Kerala, Assam and Tripura (the Expert Committee for 
Assam shall cover the closed tea units in Tripura also), namely:-
